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REMARKS 

Claims 1,14 and 1 5 have been amended. Proper support for the amendments to claims 
1, 14 and 15 can be found in the specification, at least, at paragraphs [0064] and [0064]. Claims 
1 and 3-15 are pending and under consideration. Claims 1 and 14 are the independent claims. 
No new matter is presented in this Amendment. 

REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. S101: 

Claims 1 and 3-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Regarding the rejection of independent claims 1 and 14, it is noted that claim 1 has been 
amended to more clearly recite that the random data is generated using the random data 
generator as well as outputting the generated random data to the high density optical 
recording/reproducing apparatus. Therefore, Applicants respectfully assert that claim 1 , as 
amended, fully complies with the requirements set forth in MPEP 2106. 

Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that claim 1 and 14 are properly considered 
statutory subject matter within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. §101 and respectfully request that the 
rejection of claims 1 and 14 under 35 U.S.C. §101 be withdrawn. 

Additionally, claims 3-13 and 41 are deemed patentable due at least to their dependency 
from corresponding claims 1 and 14. 

DOUBLE PATENTING: 

Claims 1 and 3-14 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-29 of Patent No. 
7,277,545. 

Applicants submit herewith a Terminal Disclaimer with respect to U.S. Patent No. 
7,277,545. In view of the above, it is respectfully submitted that the rejection of claims 1 and 3- 
14 is overcome. 
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CONCLUSION: 

There being no further outstanding objections or rejections, it is submitted that the 
application is in condition for allowance. An early action to that effect is courteously solicited.
